M. D. Royal Comes Under 
Gov’t Grant-In-Aid Policy

District to Bear 39 Per Cent of Total 
Relief Cost 1 Applications Must be 
Approved by Government 


/Correspondence from the Relief De¬ 
partment at Edmonton was read to tne 
council of the Municipal District ot 
Royal at the regular December meet¬ 
ing. A letter dated November 29th ad¬ 
vised the distiict that it had been ap¬ 
proved for he grant-in-aid policy and 
that future relief expenditures would 
be made on the new basis. Under this 
policy 39 per cent, of the cost is borne 
by the District and the balance by the 
senior governments. Applications 
would be accepted by the department 
on this basis until further not ce. A 
letter dealing with the proper issu¬ 
ance of relief vouchers was also read. 

Sixteen applications for consolida¬ 
tion agreements were approved by the 
council. 

The secretary-treasurer presented a 
list of Crown lands under cultivation 
permits from the government upon 
which taxes were levied in the year 
1937, and read extracts from circular 
letters from the Department of Muni¬ 
cipal Affairs point.ng out that 1937 
legislation exempted the leasees from 
taxation on the lands and that the 1937 
taxes should be cancelled. The council 
discussed this matter and the follow¬ 
ing motion was moved by Mr. Gordon: 

“That this council protest to the 
Government the cancellation of assess¬ 
ment on cultivation permits on the 
grounds that the Municipality is re¬ 
ceiving no government grants for road 
work. The Municipal District is under 
heavy expense in the upkeep of roads 
and culverts and requires all the lev- 
enue it can obtain to repair damage 
done by heavy traffic from which the 
District does not benefit.” The mot'on 
was carried. 

The matter of cancellation of the 
1937 taxes on cultivation permits was 
tabled. 

The council discussed the matter of 
collection of seed grain accounts and 
checked over the list of unpaid ac¬ 
counts. It was moved by Mrs. Roebuck 


and carried that the comic.1 collvei 
seed grain accounts. Mr. Bateman was 
opposed. 

t he secretary-treasurer read corres¬ 
pondence from N. J. Paiker in lespect 
to a payment on account of taxes on 
the YV Vi ll-18-26-4th made in the yt n 
1927. No action was taken on tins mat¬ 
ter. 

Correspondence from Lie Depart¬ 
ment of Trade and Industry was read 
to the council. The letter dealt with 
licensing of trades. 

A circular letter from the Deputy 
Minister of Munic pal Affairs dealing 
with Municipal elections and voters’ 
lists was read to the council. The let¬ 
ter contained instructions to the sec¬ 
retary-treasurer in preparing voters' 
lists, and pointed out the necessity of | 
conforming to all the piovisions of the 
Act in conducting elections. It also 
pointed out that the returning officers 
and date of meeting should be set by 
the council at a meeting prior to the 
4th Monday in November. 

A letter from Messrs. Ballachey & 
Burnet asking that a portion of the 
1937 payment due under a consolida¬ 
tion agreement be carried over. As 
there seemed to be some doubt as to 
the power of the council in granting an 
extension where an extension has al¬ 
ready been granted in a previous year, 
it was moved by Mr. Bennett that the 
secretary write the Minister for in¬ 
structions. 

Three relief applicants were granted 
partial relief for the winter months, it 
was decided that "necessary fuel” 
would be defined as the sum of $3.fk 
per month for coal. 

The secretary read letters from the 
Woods’ Christian Home and the Cana¬ 
dian National Institute for the Blitu 
asking for a grant. The letters were 
tabled and instructions given to reply 
stating the council was unable to make 
a grant this year, but would keep these 
institutions in mind another year. 

It was moved by Mr. Gordon anc 
carried that James Ferguson be ap¬ 
pointed returning officer for the 1938 
municipal elections

TAXES AN1) THE GOOD LIFE 


An editorial in a lecent Liberty bears down on the cost 
>f government in Canada and the consequent taxation load. 

We spend each year more on taxes'than we do on food 
>r; rent. 

We pay taxes twice as much as our expenditure on 
c'lothing. 

The earnings of three months of every year is the levy 
against every breadwinner for taxes. 

The total cost of governing Canada is about half a mil¬ 
lion dollars greater than the cost of governing the 46,000,- 
t()0 people who comprise the British Isles. Canada’s pop¬ 
ulation is about the same as that of London. 

Annually Canadians pay over $311,000,000 to sustain the 
debt structure. The debt charges each year are three 
times the amount spent on education, and very much great¬ 
er than what is spent on” health and social services. 

This business of debt, says Liberty, is not to be chargeu 
against incompetence in the present administration, but is 
a carryover of the good old days of free spending. 

“There is- an old adage that if each before his own door 
sweeps, the village will be clean. The debt-burdened state 
of our people is a challenge to all governments, from the 
humble hamlet in the valley to the stately pile on Otta¬ 
wa’s Parliament Hill. 

“A pay-as-you-go policy is our only national life insur¬ 
ance in what we fervently hope will be Canada’s century.” 


FOR A PIPE LINE 


(From The High River Times) 

Now that a refinery in High River seems an assured fact 
t stimulates the hope of a still more active connection with 
.he oil industry, lying little more than fifteen miles away 
There have been efforts for some time to secure a pipe lln< 
connection between the amazingly productive South Tur- 
Vailey field, and the neaiest railway shipping point, whici 
is High River.' • 

The Turner Valley Flare has added its voice to the sup¬ 
port of such a pipe line. It points out that the bulk of pro¬ 
duction is in South Turner, and that the present service is 
double the distance, that the direct connection with High 
River would be. Independent companies find the rates quite 
a problem in profitable marketing, and an independent av- 
>nue of outlet seems necessary if the field is to be developed 
as it could and should be. 

The Flare suggests as the Times has also advocated on 
previous occasions that such a pipeline might well be re¬ 
garded as a public woiks. This practice has been followed 
in United States, with anything of the necessity which the 
Alberta situation presents. The pipe line co'uld be adminis¬ 
tered as a public utility which it is. The cost is said to be 
about $6000 a mile for installing 4-inch piping, and the in¬ 
itial expense would be almost the entire cost. After that, 
it could be a most valuable revenue producer. 

Considering the value of such installation, and the imper¬ 
ative need of promoting in every way possible a more ex¬ 
tended market for the value .of crude oil, it would seem a 
good investment on the part of the government. The rev¬ 
enue derived from the field has relieved government finan¬ 
ces far beyond expectation. This revenue., would event¬ 
ually be augmented by the pipe line project. 

It would serve to some extent as an employment scheme 
and one of last accomplishment. 

Owing to the shorter distance, the carrying rate as far as 
the railway would be considerably reduced, and this saving 
vyould be reflected in the prices to Saskatchewan refineries. 

A broader market is the need of the South Turner field, 
if its possibilities are to be realized. The independent com¬ 
panies have gone vigorously ahead, in development. It 
would seem that the government might assume the cost of 
making fulL use of that development, thus establishing tbe ( 
industry in fke scale of importance which it deserves.

A CLEAR CALL 


In the maze of entanglements which seems to have en¬ 
veloped the political higher-ups at the moment,"it is strange 
that they do not hear the voice of the people. The voice of 
the people is clearly “No party bickerings, but honest co¬ 
operation.” If the very words “Liberal and Conservative” 
could be eliminated or obliterated, or exterminated from 
all provincial political discussions, most people would 
breathe more freely.

So far as.can be gathered, the ordinary electors are prepar¬ 
ed to drop long harbored prejudices to sacrifice if need be, 
certain cherished theories in order to unite with others on 
a broad platform.

There is reluctance to judge the difficulties of the leaders 
in provincial politics, who may be beset by outside pres¬ 
sure about which the majority of electors can only 
surmise. But if they cannot handle their divergences and 
differences, the people will have to start within their own 
constituences. If each constituency remains aloof from 
outside dictation and acts within itself, to the best of its 
ability in seeking a candidate, this should bring together a 
representative aggregation of legislators. 


Tourists in Canada and the United 
States wilLspend well over a billion 
dollars in 1937 for gasoline, oil, re¬ 
pairs, and garaging.

The council will act only as an ad¬ 
visory body and only when requested.
